It 
consolidates a wide range of information resources of use to 
industrial, governmental, and university personnel involved in 
the marine sciences. 

The Directory is divided into separate parts. PART Is 
REFERENCE AND REFERRAL RESOURCES contains listings and descrip- 
tions of this university's reference and referral services, 
other regional libraries and information centers, selected 
national oceanographic data centers, and local, regional, and 
selected national marine research laboratories and centers. 

PART Ili LIBRARY AND FILM RESOURCES identifies and locates 
periodicals , indices and abstracts, bibliographies, monographs, 
films, and filmstrips, available within the university's net- 
work. 

Since potential user needs will vary considerably, it 
is felt that a two-part format will allow greater flexibility 
in usage.

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HOW TO USE THESE LIBRARY RESOURCES 



General Informatf on 



The Library Resources part of this Directory, is made up of 
four standard library assets: periodicals, indices and abstracts, 
bibliography of bibliographies, and monographs. Each of these 
four sections is grouped separately, and each is arranged in alpha 
betical order, by either author, title, or sponsoring organization 
Individual entries are listed by author (or editor) wherever pos- 
sible in the monograph and bibliography of bibliographies catego- 
ries, and by title in the case of periodicals and indices and 
abstracts. In cases where no author listing exists, entries were 
generally listed by the sponsoring organization, though occasion- 
ally title entries were used. Each monograph and bibliography of 
bibliographies entry contains the basic bibliographical informa- 
tion (author, title, agency, publisher, date of publication), and 
the library or libraries where it is to be found. Periodicals, 
and indices and abstracts listings contain the title, an indica- 
tion of whether foreign journals have translations or summaries in 
English (this listing is incomplete however, and if no indication 
is given, the journal should be checked as to whether or not it Is 
in English), the library or libraries in which it may be found, 
and the volumes and/or the years which each library possesses. 



Index to Monographs 



The Index to the monographs is an additional section designed 
to assist the user to approach the monograph listing by means of 
subject. Each monograph entry has an entry number, which can be 
found under the appropriate subject heading in the index. Since 
the index is only intended as a tool to get into the general sub- 
ject area of the literature, i.e,, to lead to a few books which 
can give the user many more author-title references, it does not 
list every monograph under every possible subject heading which 
might apply to it. As a general rule, each monograph entry is 
indexed only under Its most specific subject area, though in 
cases where this area was not obvious, the entry may be found 
under more than one subject heading.

Examines characteristics , habits, and importance of invertebrate 
animals dwelling on or near the beach. Reveals by underwater close-up 
photography the starfish, sea cucumber, shrimp, scallop, nudibranch, 
porcupine fish, anemone, sponge and seahorse. Portrays interrelation- 
ships and methods of self-preservation, and illustrates balance in 
nature.

0235 BENEATH THE SEA (11 minutes) $2.00 

Variety of undersea life: battle between an octopus and a shark; 

rhythmic movement of the tentacles of a jelly fish and the flower- like 
anemone; barnacles, sea urchins, sea cucumber seeking food; hermit crab 
inspecting a new she^l abode. Maturation of a fish egg and the circu- 
lation of blood in a fish embryo. (TFC) 

fmi BIOGRAPHY OF A FISH (7 minutes) $2.00 

Pictures the processes of nest-building, mating, egg laying, and 
development of the stickleback. Shows the male in the acts of building 
the nest, attracting a female to lay eggs, and guarding the eggs against 
a snail, a perch, a salamander,, and another stickleback. Shows the rapid 
development of the young and the killing of the father by a pickerel. 
(Sterling) 

5884 BXOLOG'Y: PHYSICAL ENVIRONMENT (Color) (11 minutes) $4.00 

Shows some of the ways in which organisms are adapted to the 
conditions of thei ’ r physical environment ranging f , am the Arctic to the 
tropical rain forest arid how these conditions may be varied. Illustrates 
how environments of the p$st are being investigated through laboratory 
analysis of marine fossils. (EBF) 

5376 SEA (Color) (28 minutes) $7.50 

Examines the major verities of plankton^ their characteristics, 
behavior, and role in marine food chains. Shows the equipment and 
methods used to collect and analyze plankton, and learn about the dis- 
tribution of species throughout the world. 

5386 SEA (Color) (28 minutes) $9.00 

Illustrates the interrelationships between living things in the 
sea, their dependence on each other, and on the varying conditions of 
the marine environment. Shows how marine biologists and oceanographers 
study the sea and its plant and animal populations. 

5256 SIMPLE PLANTS— THE ALGAE (Color) (17 minutes) $7.25 

Shows the diversity of these simple plants that range in size 
from single cells to gigantic kelps. Stresses the importance of algae 
and shows some of the practical aspects of its use for food and cosmetics. 
Suggest possible use of algae In space exploration, 

5259 ECHINODERMS— SEA STARS AND THEIR RELATIVES $7.25 

(Color) (10 minutes) 

Defines, and with live, close-up photography, illustrates the 
stages of reproduction and development and illustrates that the larvae 
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provide a clue to their relationship to other groups and to the under- 
standing of the place of echinoderms in evolution. 

5260 FIRST MANY-CELLED ANIMALS— SPONGES $7.25 

(Color) (16 minutes) 

Illustrates the differences between the single-celled organisms 
and the colony of several cell -types that make up sponges. Shows the 
advantages of multicellularity in an animal and points out the inter- 
esting aspect of commercial use of sponges. 

5493 FISH EMBYRO: FROM FERTILIZATION TO HATCHING $5.75 

(Color) (16 minutes) 

Explains and illustrates how fish eggs are fertilized in a 
stream. Uses time-lapse and photomicrography to condense the 4-day 
history of a zebra fish embryo into a few minutes' time, probably the 
most complete acoount of fish embryology so recorded on film. 

5262 STINGING-CELLED ANIMALS— COELENTERATES $7.25 

(Color) (16 minutes) 

Distinguishes the phylum coelenterate and its three classes by 
showing the characteristics of behavior and body structure. Demon- 
strates that coelenterates eat in response to a chemical, glutathione, 
which is found in all living organisms. Gives detailed description 
and experimental analysis of hydra. 

5543 WHAT IS A FISH? (Color) (22 minutes) $8.75 

Illustrates the major types of fishes. Shows the anatomy of a 
typical fish and demonstrates characteristic behavior patterns of 
various kinds of fishes. Reveals, through underwater photography, 
behavior patterns such as commensalism, spawning, predation, and 
terrl toriality, 

4661 BOATS: BUOYANCY, STABILITY, PROPULSION (13 minutes) $3,00 

Presents carefully planned demonstrations clearly illustrating 
Archimedes principle in explaining why certain objects float in water 
while others do not. Examines these factors which give boats and ships 
stability, making them useful to man. Shows the various methods of 
propulsion and illustrates how a submarine submerges and rises. (Cornet) 

0326 CALIFORNIA AND ITS NATURAL RESOURCES $2.00 

(Color) (30 minutes) 

Discusses two of California's resources: water and petroleum, 

and the effect on the way of life, agriculture, and industry. Traces 
the history of California from the days of the mission priests to the 
present-day irrigation projects. Describes the evolution of the pet- 
roleum industry. Depicts the variety and abundance of the state's 
agriculture, stresses the importance of mining, and shows California's 
scenic attractions. (USBM) 1948 

0433 CITY WATER SUPPLY (10 minutes) $2.00' 

Relation between rainfall and vegetation; sources of city water 
supply (wells, rivers, lakes, watersheds); water tunnels and aqueducts; 
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water-borne diseases; methods of water distribution, with particular 
reference to New York City. The dependence of life upon an adequate 
water supply and necessity of safeguarding its sources and distribution. 
(EBF) 



0438 CLOUDS (11 minutes) $2.00 

Types of clouds and how they are formed; their significance in 

forecasting weather conditions. (USDA) 

0439 CLOUDS AND WEATHER (10 minutes) $2.00 

An explanation of changes in weather and clouds. Well-suited for 

classes in navigation connected with marine or aviation study. (USDA) 

5367 CONSERVING OUR WATER RESOURCES TODAY $5,00 

(Color) (11 minutes) 



Shows why our need for water has Increased so tremendously and 
why the water shortage has been so great in past years. Demonstrates 
methods whereby we can preserve, improve and increase our water re- 
sources. (Cornet) 

1536 CRAYFISH ANATOMY (Color) (11 minutes) $3.50 

Shows the external anatomy of a living crayfish and by using a 
freshly anesthetized specimen points out its internal anatomy bysystems. 
Excellent use of close-up photography presents most effectively dissec- 
tion techniques as well as structure and function of various body organs. 
(Indiana Univ.) 

3616 CRUSTACEANS (Color) (13 minutes) $5,00 

Observes the appearance, habitat, and behavior of the most Im- 
portant types of crustaceans. Describes their common characteristics 
and shows the distinguishing features of the five types of crustaceans: 
the Branchiopoda, the Ostracoda, the Copepoda, the Cirripedia, and the 
Ma locos traca. Points out the Importance of Crustacea to the balance of 
nature and their commercial Importance. (EBF) 

8501 DEVELOPMENT OF THE MARINE WORM— ANNELI DEN POMATQCERUS TRIQUETER 

(Silent) (8 minutes) $2,00 

Shows fertilization and several succeeding stages of development. 
German subtitles, (Instit. Fur Wissenschaftlichen Film) 

8841 DEVELOPMENT OF THE SEA URCHIN EGG (Silent) (12 min.) $2.00 

Shows, by time-lapse and microphotography, the fertilization, 
raising of raembrance, cleavage, bastula, and primary mesenchyme of the 
sea urchin egg. Shows gastrula, formation of gut, and pluteus larva, 
German subtitles. (Instit. Fur Film and Bi Id) 

8566 DEVELOPMENT OF THE ZEBRA FISH EGG (Silent) (15 min.) $2.00 

Shows cell division and early development of the zebra fish egg. 
(Wistar Instit.) 

3400 ELECTRIC EEL (Color) (12 minutes) $3.50 

Introduces the electric eel as one of a group of fishes of the 
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catfish family and details its electrical activity. Explains the two 
types of electrical discharge, how they are produced and what their 
functions are, and demonstrates the strength of the discharge. Illus- 
trates food habits and internal structure of the eel by means of charts 
and models. (Moody) 

1510 FIELD TRIP TO A FISH HATCHERY (10 minutes) $2.00 

Presents an interesting picture of a fish hatchery and its work. 
Shows how eggs and sperm cells are artificially Induced, several stages 
of egg development, the small fry and fingerlings. Explains the methods 
of care, feeding and planting of fish, also how fish are adapted to life 
in the water. (Cornet) 

3200 FISH ARE INTERESTING (Color) (9 minutes) $4.00 

Points out the fact that fish are tha world's most numerous back- 
boned animal, that they are found in almost all bodies of water, that 
there are many kinds, that all have backbones, and that all breathe 
through gills. Compares the sharklike group of fish with the bony fish. 
Pictures many kinds of fish. (Film Assoc.) 

3210 FISH — CATCHING, FILLETING, AND PACKAGING (15 minutes) $2.00 

Visualizes the process of commercial ocean fishing and the hand- 
ling of fish up to purchase by the consumer. Includes use of a cod net. 
Icing for holding on shipboard and in the processing plant, filleting, 
inspecting, packaging, and freezing. (U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service) 

5720 FISH, MOON AND TIDES — THE GRUNION STORY $5.00 

(Color) (15 minutes) 

Shows the unusual spawning habits of the Grunion, the only fish 
to spawn on land. Explains how the spawning is related to the ocean 
tides and the moon, Servis as an Introduction to the study of repro- 
duction of life. (Academy) 

5622 FISHING FIVE GREAT LAKES (Color) (27 minutes) $2.00 

Depicts the Great Lakes in transition with special emphasis on 
the methods and problems of the commercial fishermen and the measures 
being taken to help solve their problems. Considers these lakes as 
places for both play and work. (USDI) 

0869 GREAT LAKES (Color) (22 minutes) $5.00 

0870 GREAT LAKES (B and W) (22 minutes) $3.00 

The importance of the Great Lakes to our social and industrial 

development in the Middle West and East beautifully told and illustrated 
in this film. The growth of large cities along the shores, the service 
which its transportation line offers the produce of the West and North 
as it concerns Lake Superior add eastward to the St. Lawrence River, 
Beautiful photographs of the various locks.

(Color) (20 minutes) 

Shows many forms of protozoa, such as blepharisma, paramecia, 
pleodorina, amoeba, and others carrying out various life functions. 
Reveals careful, tedious techniques of world famous entomologist and 
microbiologist. Dr. Roman Vishniac, as he studies and photographs 
these small organisms. Demonstrates vividly the complex world of 
microscopic, one-cel led animals that dwell in pond water.

Shows the operations of the re- 
search vessel, Verna, which made preliminary studies of the ocean's floor 
near Puerto Rico in order to select a site suitable for drilling into 
the "Moho", Lists tne three methods used in probing the ocean bottom 
and speculates on the implications of drilling into the earth's mantle.

0890 HOUSE OF MAN: OUR CHANGING ENVIRONMENT $6.00 

(Color) (17 minutes) 

Discusses man's complete dependence on conditions of this planet 
and upon other forms of life it supports. Shows waste of resources in 
cities, forests, and farms and pollution of water and air. Compares 
progress through wasteful techniques and intelligent conservation tech- 
q niques. Points up man's misunderstanding of his role in the world and 
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his need to plan wisely for the future. (EBF) 



1028 HYDRA (10 minutes) $2.00 

Illustrates life processes of the hydra including feeding, regen- 
eration of body parts, and both asexual and sexual reproduction. Gives 
microscopic details of ectoderm and cellular structure. Shows actual 
feeding and digestion, budding and saxual reproductive processes. 

(United World) 

6204 INFLUX OF TROPICAL SEA AIR WITH A SUMMER-LIKE SOUTH-WEST 

WEATHER SITUATION (BAVARIAN ALPINE FORELAND) $3.00 

(Color) (10 minutes) 

Shows how the influx of maritime moist tropical air leads in 
the morning to the formation of cumulous castellatus clouds indicating 
severe thunderstorm development for the afternoon. During the night, 
cooling In the upper layers without warming from below associated with 
continuous influx of moist air favor the development of new thunder- 
storms.

1107 IT'S THE MAIN SARDINE (Color) (19 minutes) $2.00 

Pictures three methods of fishing for sardines along the Maine 
coast and the processing of sardines at commercial canneries. Shows 
the weir method of capturing sardines in shallows along the beach, the 
stop seine method for enclosed bays, and the purse seine method used 
In the open sea. Describes in detail the processes of bringing , sorting, 
packing, pressure cooking, inspection, and quality control. ( US DI ) 

1247 LIFE ALONG THE WATERWAYS (Color) (11 minutes) $3.50 

Traces life along a water course from its source to the sea. 

Shows plant and animal life typical to the changing streamside environ- 
ment. Illustrates plant life ineluding skunk cabbage, jack-in-the- 
pulpit, marsh marigold, jewelweed, moccasin flower, etc. Shows trout, 
birds, butterflies, toads, water snakes, frogs, sandpipers, raccoons, 
turtles, foxes, muskrats, geese, shore birds, etc, (EBF) 

5981 LIFE BETWEEN THE TIDES (Color) (11 minutes) $4.00 

Presents unusual life-action photography of marine life along 
the Pacific Coast, illustrating representative types of plants and 
animals that have adapted to both water and air: seaweeds and barnacles, 

living permanently attached to rocks; clams and limpets, living on the 
sandy shore; and animals such as sea stars, anemones, and hydroids which 
live in tide pools along the rocky coast. (EBF) 

1251 LIFE CYCLE OF THE TROUT (10 minutes) $2,00 

Exceptional microphotography of the fertilization and develop- 
ment of trout eggs. Shows deposit of sperm cells, the germinal disc, 
heart action, circulation, and brain in the embryo. Shows a fry emerge 
from the egg and subsequent development into a fully formed trout. 

(United World) 

LIFE IN A DROP OF WATER (10 minutes) $2.00 

Excellent microphotography showing various single celled forms 
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of animal life in relation to their environment. Sequences developing 
basic necessities of animal life, simplest forms of plant and animal 
life, and colonial forms of simple animal life. Excellent photography 
of vorticelli, (Cornet) 

5985 LIFE STORY OF THE SEA STAR (Color) (11 minutes) $4.00 

Examines the structural characteristics which enables them to 
survive their coastline environment. Shows the action of their tube 
feet, the delicate maneuvers by which they move, how they capture and 
digest their prey and the highlights of embryonic development from the 
earliest larval stage to adulthood, (EBF) 

3420 LOCKS OF SAULT ST. MARIE (Color) (32 minutes) $7.25 

Documents the story of the Soo locks showing their historic 
development, operation, economic importance and the ways in which they 
are protected. Shows operation of the locks by means of actual photog- 
raphy and a miniature working model. Describes the locks as the key 
to the greatest inland waterway in the world, (Univ. of Michigan) 

2264 MAGNESIUM— TREASURE FROM THE SEA (Color) (10 min.) $2,00 

Uses the cartoon technique to show the amount of magnesium 
available in seawater, why magnesium is such a valuable metal, the 
degree to which the use of magnesium lightens machines, what effects 
lightening machines can have, and suggests additional use for magnesium. 
{Dow Chemical) 

1358 MARINE ANIMALS AND THEIR FOODS (9 minutes) $2.00 

Shows the various ways in which small sea animals get food in- 
cluding plankton, debris, detrius, seaweed, and other smill animals. 
Shows microscopic views of plankton. Pictures in close detail such 
animals as barnacles, sea urchins, sea anemones, hermit crabs, abalones , 
and an octopus in the process of getting food. (Comet) 

0445 MARSH WATERS— WASTE OR WEALTH (Color) (15 minutes) $5.50 

Discusses various phases of the problems of marshes including 
the values to be gained both by draining and by maintaining them as 
marshes. Allows one to see the surface water problem through the eyes 
of flood relief workers, geologists, fire wardens, trappers, water fowl 
hunters, land owners and nature hobbyists.

5875 SEA URCHIN (9 minutes) $2,25 

Shows in considerable detail the life cycle of the sea urchin. 
Pictures structure, locomotion, food-getting and reproductive processes 
of the adult. Gives excellent microscopic detail of egg fertilization 
and development of the embryo through cell division and maturation into 
a mature sea urchin, (United World) 

1949 SEASHORE (10 minutes) $2,00 

The ocean coastline and its plant and animal life shown during 

high and low tide phases. Close-up and leisurely photography revealing 
kelp, many types of mollusca, ocean birds, and tide pools which contain 
starfish, urchins, mollusca, crabs, limpets and an octopus, (Barr) 

1950 SEASHORE LIFE (Color) (11 minutes) $4,00 

Pictures a cross section of seashore life. Shows a great 

variety of living creatures over and under the water and on the beach. 
Shows gulls and terns, crabs, clams, barnacles, squid, starfish, sea 
urchins and strange creatures like the clam worm, sea raven and skate. 
Stresses the never ending search for food among creatures of the sea- 
shore. 



1993 SHELL FISHING (11 minutes) $2.00
